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TABLA DE MAREAS PARA 1955 


Explication de la Tabla 

Esta tabla de los tiempos y alturas de las 
mareas predichas para cada dia en el ano. 
Las mareas de la tarde estan indicadas con 
tipo negro, y la hora esta anotaaa en la 
misma linea. 

Las segundas columnas reyelan la altura 
al lado de la hora correspondiente. Un 
signo de resta (-) indica que la altura 
esta bajo el dato. Como este dato es igual 
al usado para las cartas hidrograficas del 
lugar, la profundidad del agua en cualquie- 
ra marea baja o alta puede obtenerse su- 
mando la altura de esa marea indicada en 
la tabla al sondeo, a menos que se encuen- 
tre un signo de resta delante de la altura/ 
en cuyo caso debe restarse. Si los sondeos 
figuran en metros, multipliquese la altura 
de la marea que figura en la tabla por 0.3 
para reducirlos tambien a metros. 

El promedio de desigualdad o variacion 
anual en el termino medio de la altura de 
la marea, debido a condiciones meteorolo- 
gicas esta incluido en estas predicciones. 
Esto tiene la tendencia de hacer las alturas 
de las alt as y bajas mareas un poco mas 
altas que el termino medio en ciertos perio- 
dos del ano y correspondientemente bajas 
en otros periodos. 

Ordinariamente hay dos altas y dos bajas 
mareas cada dia. Cuando ocurre solo un 
cambio en cada dia, la marea que parece 
faltar aparecera poco despues de media 
noche como la primera alta o baja marea 
del dia siguiente. Si falta mas de una 
marea en cualquier dia, se dice que la 
marea es diurna: esto es, solamente ocurre 
una alta y una baja marea durante el pe- 
riodo de un dia lunar. 

Al usarse esta tabla de predicciones de 
mareas, debe tenerse en cuenta que tratan 
de dar los tiempos y alturas de las altas y 
bajas mareas y no los tiempos del cambio 
de corriente o agua floja. Para lugares 
completamente expuestos al oceano ordina¬ 
riamente hay muy poca diferencia entre el 
tiempo de la alta o baja marea y el prin- 
cipio de la menguante o reflujo: pero, para 
lugares en canales angostos, bahias circun- 
dadas de tierra, o en rios donde penetra 
el mar, el tiempo de reflujo variard en dos 
o tres horas del tiempo de duracion de la 
alta o baja marea, y se necesitan conoci- 
mientos locales para que uno pueda hacer 
el calculo debido para esta demora en la 
condicibn de las corrientes de mar. 
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1955 TIDE TABLES 


Explanation of the Table 

This table gives the predicted times and 
heights of the tide for each day in the year. 
The afternoon tides are indicated by heavy¬ 
faced type, and the kind of time used is 
noted at the bottom of each page. 

The columns headed "Ht." contain the 
predicted heights referred to the datum 
noted at the bottom of each page. A minus 
sign (-) indicates that the height is below 
the datum. As this datum is the same as 
that used for the charts of the locality, the 
depth of water at any high or low tide may 
be obtained by adding the tabular height 
of that tide to the sounding, unless a minus 
sign is before the height, in which case it 
is to be subtracted. If the soundings are 
given in meters, multiply the tabular height 
of the tide by 0.3, in order to reduce them 
also to meters. To average annual inequal¬ 
ity or variation in mean sea level, due to 
meteorological conditions is included in 
these predictions. This has the effect of 
making the heights of the high and low 
waters slightly higher than the average at 
certain times of the year, and correspond¬ 
ingly lower at other times. 

There are usually two high and two low 
waters each day. When a single vacancy 
occurs in any day, the tide that seems to 
be missing will be found to occur soon after 
midnight as the first high or low water of 
the following day. If more than one tide 
is missing on any day, the tide is said to be 
diurnal; that is, only one high water and 
low water occur during the period of a lunar 
day. 

In using this table of predicted tides, it 
must be borne in mind that they aim to give 
the times and heights of high and low 
waters, and not the times of turning of the 
current or slack water. For stations well 
exposed to the ocean there is usually but 
little difference beween the time of high or 
low water and the beginning of the ebb or 
flood current; but for places in narrow 
channels, landlocked harbors, or on tidal 
rivers, the time of slack current may differ 
by two or three hours from the time of high 
or low water stand, and local knowledge 
is required to enable one to make the proper 
allowance for this delay in the condition of 
tidal currents.

MURDER IN PANAMA-THE CASE RECONSTRUCTED

PANAMA , Jan. 29— A com* 
mission of the Panamanian Con¬ 
gress is nearing the end of its in¬ 
vestigation into the assassination 
of President Jose Antonio Remon. 
What it has discovered so far has 
not been revealed. But from 
published accounts and talks with 
officials and police investigators 3 
it has been possible to piece to¬ 
gether the following chronologi¬ 
cal recomtruction of the crime.

President Jose Antonio Remon, 
the nation’s No. 1 sports fan, was 
enjoying a drink and talk with a 
small group of friends after the 
day’s racing at the Juan Franco 
track on Sunday, Jan. 2. The 
President was in a jovial mood. 
One of his horses 4iad won the 
last race of the day and cham¬ 
pagne was being served to cele¬ 
brate. The world looked good to 
“Chichi” Rem<5n, a jovial, portly 
man of 46. 

In the year and eight months 
that he had been in office, PresL 
dent Remdn had established a po^ 
litical tranquillity and social 
progress that Panama had never 
before known. The bullyboy police 
chief, who over a decade made or 
broke Presidents, was now a 
matured, statesmanlike leader. 
The high spot of his career, the 
signing of a new treaty with the 
United States on the Panama 
Canal, lay immediately ahead. 

As the racetrack party con¬ 
tinued into the early evening, 
a crackling noise was heard from 
the distance. “Firecrackers,” 
someone in the illuminated Pres¬ 
idential box remarked. A few 
minutes later an angry-sounding 
crackle came from near the rac¬ 
ing strip directly in front of the 
Presidential box. 

“That’s no firecracker,” some¬ 
one in the party said, and just 
then President Remdn dropped. 
Machine-gun bullets had sprayed 
the box, killing two of the party 
immediately and mortally wound¬ 
ing the President. He died two 
hours later in a hospital, his liver 
shattered by a single bullet that 
entered his stomach. 

Suspects Rounded Up 

As the stunning news spread 
through the country the National 
Guard, over which President Re- 
moh had ruled for ten years, 
went into action. By the next 
morning—Jan. 3—about sixty 
people had been taken into cus¬ 
tody, including Dr. Amulfo Arias 
former President of Panama, 
who was arrested on his coffee 
plantation in Chiriqui Province 
about 300 miles from the scene of 
the shooting. Most of those ar¬ 
rested were Arnulfistas. Arnulfo

In a funeral orayon Catalino 
Arrocha Graeli, Minister of Gov¬ 
ernment, described Sefior Gui¬ 
zado as the “worthy successor” to 
President Rem6n and ascribed 
the murder to “mercenary hands” 
armed by his political enemies. 

Miros Arrested 

On Jan. 6 the police picked up 
Ruben Miro, 43-year-old lawyer, 
and his brother Carlos. Ruben 
Miro had the reputation of being 
a brilliant lawyer but an erratic 
politician. He had gambled away 
a fortune and was bitter in the 
belief that his brilliance had not 
been sufficiently rewarded. He 
held a Government job as Public 
Defender but aimed considerably 
higher. Carlos Miro was known 
mainly for the one-man crusade 
he waged against foreign-owned 
companies operating in Panama. 
The Miros were held principally 
because the police heard that 
Ruben had been talking for some 
time of an impending coup 
against the Rem6n Administra¬ 
tion. 

Both Ruben and Carlos Miro 
denied any knowledge of the 
killing. And so far as official¬ 
dom was concerned, Arnulfo 
Arias was still considered the 
villain of the plot. On Jan. 
7 the National Patriotic Coali 
tion which President Remon

But, unknown to the President, 
the web in which he was to be¬ 
come enmeshed was already be¬ 
ing woven. Some time between 
Jan. 6 and 11 a teen-age girl’s 
tip that her sweetheart, a for¬ 
mer cadet in the Guatemalan 
Military Academy, had smuggled 
a machine gun into Panama and 
sold it to Ruben Miro for $150 
led to the arrest of Jos6 Edgar do 
Tejada, the former cadet, and 
his fellow-student at the military 
academy, Luis Carlos Hernandez. 

Early on the morning of Jan. 
12, after eight continuous hours 
of questioning, Ruben Miro made 
the first of two confessions. He 
said then that he alone had done 
the killing “to tear down the 
framework that was being raised 
to set up a dictatorship in Pan¬ 
ama.” In this statement Miro 
said the idea of killing the Pres¬ 
ident was a sudden one, con¬ 
ceived on Jan. 2 when he saw 
the President at the races.

In a dramatic pre-dawn ses¬ 
sion on Jan. 15, the Assembly 
rejected President Guizado’s re¬ 
quest for leave, suspended him 
from office and appointed Ricardo 
Arias (no kin to Arnulfo Arias) 
to the Presidency. Sefior Guizado 
was removed from his home to 
an apartment in the model jail 
in downtown Panama City. 

On Jan. 17, the Assembly named 
a five-man commission to inves¬ 
tigate and decide whether or not 
Sefior Guizado should be tried. 
Senor Guizado’s lawyers moved, 
meanwhile, to have him tried 
by the Supreme Court, but 
on Jan. 18 the court ruled that 
the Assembly had jurisdiction. As 
the police investigation continued 
Ruben Miro finally named Al¬ 
fonso Hyams, a garage mechanic, 
as the driver of the car on the 
night of the murder, and the 
mechanic was arrested. 

For a while there was an 
openly expressed disbelief in 
Miro’s story that Guizado had 
been involved, and was, in fact, 
the “intellectual author” of the 
crime. Even President Arias listed 
himself among the doubters in a 
statement to The New York 
Times correspondent that “I am 
not at all certain of the truth” 
of Miro’s statement as it involved 
Guizado.

LONDON, Jan. 29—Western 
Europe's reaction to recent de¬ 
velopments in the Far East and 
in Washington range from Brit¬ 
ain’s concern to Germany’s dis¬ 
interest in any problem that does 
not affect the basic issue of re¬ 
unification of the country.

In taking the lead in the ex¬ 
changes with the Soviet Union, 
and China seeking a cease-fire, 
the British are aware that they 
may be assailed by some politi¬ 
cians in the United States for ap¬ 
peasement of the Communists.

Reasons for Criticism 

Two factors contributed to the 
criticism heard here and the prop¬ 
aganda opportunity which the 
Communists and their sympathiz¬ 
ers have seized.

The second was that 
before the Governments abroad 
could really judge the message 
on its merits, the movement of 
United States warships and planes 
to the Formosa area was an¬ 
nounced to the world.

At the Regents dinner last week. Ted Bayer described his under¬ 
water observations on the coral reefs near Miami, and Switzer discussed 
the applied uses of crystals. As you are well aware, the Rational 
Geographic Society notified me that I had been appointed to the research 
committee. 

The structural work on the Indian Hall (Ro. II), the bird nail and 
the east side of the mammal hall has been about completed. The prepara— 
tors should commence installation of exhibits in the near future.

GREETINGS. This brief note refers mostly to Barro Colorado 
Island and myself, about the only way I have of letting all know 
that I am very much alive. I hope I never again will face the 
trying times of the past four years. Federal appropriations were 
severely cut and despite heroic efforts, the Bureau of Entomology 
and Plant Quarantine had to close its laboratory and field station. 
Barro Colorado Island was able to draw upon B. E„ P. Q. to consider 
able extent, so when this sincere helping hand was no more, it 
meant that sooner than expected I would be an orphan, alone, with 
no office or other help. 


And yet, during those trying times the island prospered. 

It is now better than ever, except that we could have done 
much more if we had more funds. We built a splendid laboratory 
building 3 ^ x 6I4. feet. It has many new features, such as the 
control of humidity. We built a large water storage tank of 
concrete. We acquired two International Harvester diesels with 
15 KV generators. We eliminated all under-ground cables and put 
in an overhead distribution system. As I write this, thanks to 
Dr. Soper's help, we have 110-220 Volts A. C. 60 cycle current 
at all hours of day and night. The kitchen has an electric 
stove. 


Very soon we will have dehumidifiers, a hot water instal¬ 
lation in the kitchen, several dry rooms. We also expect to 
have our new big building wired up, and have ready the photo¬ 
graphic darkroom, with air-conditioning, we hope. If we can 
get the funds, we will get bookcases, and move the library to 
the new building, as also the species index and the herbarium. 
Then we will convert the Haskins Library into a fire-proof 
kitchen. The old kitchen will then be for shower baths and 
toilets; those in the old big building will be removed. But 
it will take more than just moral support. 


As each year nears its end, cards and letters start 
pouring in, never less than five hundred, and I want to 
answer each and every one, but it just is not done. As much 
as I do not relish the December tT News Letters, 11 this year I 
will give it a trial,--pardon me, I would prefer to write 
Individual letters. 

What I told you of the improvements on the island, means that 
the Smithsonian Institution, from its Secretary, Assistant Secre¬ 
taries down to all of its divisions and dependencies, believe in

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Barro Colorado Island, believe In its future 0 Nothing would 
gladden the cockles of their hearts (and mine) than to see this 
faith reciprocated in a tangible manner by our friends, scientists, 
conservationists, institutions of learning,--more table subscrip¬ 
tions, donations, students, and particularly grants., Certainly 
the island deserves even more. 


To carry all of this heavy burden without help means that 
you start off as if twins, then as if triplets, before you know 
it, as if quads or quints. It Is a glorious feeling, except 
that you can't keep up such a pace forever, and the day comes 
when' you must pay. In my case It was mid-August 1953 when the 
collector came in the form of an auricular fibrillation, a func¬ 
tional disturbance, fortunately controlled by Quinidine sulfate. 
The instigator was overwork, and the remedy a long rest. I 
went to Guayaquil to stay with my daughter. I stayed with her 
till mid-March this year, when I returned and got back in the 
saddle. 


It was most fortunate that my former associate, Mrs. Adela 
Gomez, who knew well the island and its multiple chores, was 
able to step in despite the demands on her time,--her home, 
three children, a husband, and a very sick mother. This eased 
my anxiety as to the island. We can never repay her enough. 
Fortunately also, Dr. Soper, director of the Eastman Kodak 
Tropical Research Laboratory stepped in' to give Mrs. Gomez and 
the island the benefit of his technical knowledge, especially 
when the going was tough. Without these two kind souls, no 
one knows what the picture would have been. 

During my stay in Ecuador, a memorable meeting was held 
in Washington, scientists and alumni of Barro Colorado assembled, 
quite a number coming long distances and paying their expenses, 
to discuss with Dr. Carmichael the Island and its future. There 
was no question as to which way the wind was blowing. The island 
must have more adequate financial support, and its facilities 
increased. 

As to myself, I feel fine. There Is much to do and I am 
not to overwork. Within about two years I shall be 70 years, 
i|5 of these spent In these tropics,--it means I must retire 
and someone else will have the pleasures and the headaches. I 
do not know who will be the fortunate one. 

I would welcome suggestions, and constructive criticisms. 

I also want to have correct addresses, there are many whose 
addresses at present are unknown.
